Another several thousand Mo- 
roccan Jews are reported in a 
similarly precarious financial 
position, although they are not 
in the transient camp. These 
Jews have sold their belongings. 


A THIRD GROUP numbering 
forty-odd thousand have regis- 
tered for emigration with Ka- 
dimah, the Moroccan division of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine 
which facilitated the movement 
of Jews who. wished to leave 
Morocco for Israel. 

The actual ruling of the Mo- 
roccan authorities peremptorily 
ordered the dismantling of Ka- 
dimah without prior notice, and 
cancelled the visitors visas of 
its employees, who are Israelis. 
It also ended the issuance of 
mass emigration certificates, and 
although nominally individual 
Jews may apply for emigration, 
the actual effect of the rule is 
to cut it off altogether. 

THIS IS SO because practi- 
cally all of the Jews emigrating 


to Israel are not only penniless, 
but most cannot even write and 
would hardly hazard a decision 
to leave Morocco without sub- 
stantial outside assistance. 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency Ex- 
ecutive, charged that the Mo- 
roccan iron curtain is worse 
than in East Europe. There no 
one is allowed to emigrate, while 
the Moroccan decree is aimed 
specifically and solely against 
Jews. 

Dr. Goldmann told a _ press 
conference that Moroccan gov- 
ernmental leaders. had violated 
assurances to permit mass emi- 
gration of Jews from Morocco. 
Dr. Goldmann said he thought 
the Moroccans had acted under 
Arab League pressure and dis- 
puted their contention that Jew- 
ish emigration was disturbing 
the country’s economy since, he 
said, it was omly the poorest 
element that was leaving for 
Israel. 


ON SUNDAY, the Moroccans 
ordered a French ship, which 
had already sailed with 1,500 
Jewish emigrants, to return to 
Casablanca. The ship was al- 
ready outside Moroccan terri- 
torial waters, and the ‘captain 
ignored the order, continuing to 
Marseilles.

Rabbi Is Barred From Holding Home Services 


TORONTO (NJP)—An Ortho- 
dox rabbi here has been stopped 
from converting a private home 
into a synagogue because, as one 
city councillor put it, “it’s too 
close to my home and those of 
other township officials.” 

That was four weeks ago, 
when the council refused the 
second request of Rabbi Isaac 
Oelbaum, leader of Ahavath 
Achim congregation. 


PREVIOUSLY, the rabbi had 
asked for permission to hold 
services at another residence, 
and was turned ‘down because 
the street was zoneg for residen- 
tial use only. 

The rabbi was told that he 
might locate on another street 
not zoned strictly for residential 
use, and he requested permission 


to buy the second house and 
use it. 
Permission was refused. 


AT FIRST the rabbi was told 
that there was not sufficient off- 
street parking for his congrega- 
tion, against which he argued 
that his people were not per- 
mitted to drive to Sabbath serv- 
ices. 

Later, the councillor, Reeve 
Fred Hall, who opposeg the rab- 
bi, said a delegation had asked 
him to oppose the issuing of.a 
permit for the synagogue and 
banquet hall. He said also that 
he had been requested to zone 
the area as strictly residential. 

ANSWERING HALL, 2s part 
of a 2-to-6 minority, Councillor 
Harold Linden charged that “un- 
der no- circumstances’ could 


Vaughan road ever be called a 
strictly residential area.” 

There are already six churches 
there, one built as recently as 
last year, he continued. 

He also dismissed as a rumor 
the talk that the tiny congrega- 
tion planned to build a banquet 
hall.

Delegation on Arab Bias 


Gets Little Satisfaction 

WASHINGTON (NJP) — A 
delegation from the American

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Knesset Probes Emigration; 


Paper Calls For Legislation 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—Concerned with the doubling of the rate of emigration over last year, 
the Knesset has named a Parliamentary committee to find the answer to the question why Is- 


raelis emigrate. 


Although emigration is below that of.the peak year—1952-53—the disquieting feature of the 
present migration is the type of citizen involved. 


Eighty per cent of those leav- 
ing are said to be people with 
homes and jobs, and many ea~e 
old settlers—not new immigrants. 

For the past six weeks Israel’s 
biggest daily paper, Maariv, has 
been leading a crusade against 
what it calls, “the evil of emi- 
gration from Israel.” In the 
Hebrew language, those who 
immigrate to Israel are called 
“olim” (those who go up), while 
those who emigrate from Israel 
are called “yordim” (those who 
go Gown). 


THERE WERE over 9,000 yor- 
dim in the period from April 1, 
1955, to April 1, 1956. These 
9,000 people registered frankly 
and openly as emigrants and, as 
the paper shows, in its series of 
articles, there were also quite a 
few others, who applied for 
their exit permits on _ various 
family, medical and commercial 
reasons, and who have not yet 
returned to Israel. 

Whether this means that they 
had left Israel for good is not 
yet certain. 

What Maariv is worried about, 
however, is not so much the 
over-all number of the yordim 
as their quality. Numerically, 
the olim exceed the yordim by 





as much as four to one, but 
nearly all olim are destitute new 
immigrants from North Africa, 
without any useful trades, skills 
or professions. They have to be 
transported, fed, housed, trained 
and supplied at the expense of 
the Israeli taxpayers and the 
generous American donors to 
various fund-raising drives. 

QUITE A FEW YEARS pass 
before these North African im- 
migrants become independent 
and self-sustaining and_ still 
more years have to pass before 
they can be expected to make 
any significant contribution to 
Israel’s economy. 

On the other hand, all of the 
yordim are people of some 
means. This is clear, if only 
because to leave Israel requires 
ample funds. Moreover, as of- 
ficial statistics and Maariv’s sur- 
vey show, nearly all of the yor- 
dim are skilled tradesmen and 
professionals sorely needed by 
the country. 

ACCORDING to the _ paper, 
there were few if any sabras 
among the yordim. The _ vast 
majority was composed of peo- 
ple who arrived in Israel penni- 
less or with limited means years 


ago, and have made their money 
here. To train a good doctor 
costs about 30,000 pounds. Of 


-this only 5,000 at the most is 


paid by the student. Sometimes 
it is less, sometimes, if he has 
a scholarship, it is nothing, but 
never more than 5,000. 


THIS MEANS that the rest, 
about 25,000 pounds (about $14,- 
000) is an expense borne by the 
state’s educational budget or the 
American Jewish donations to 
the Hebrew University’s Medi- 
cal School. The emigration of 
more than 100 Israeli doctors in 
the years 1955-1956 represents 
therefore a loss of over 2,000,000 
pounds, either in straight invest- 
ment or in lost value, as new 
doctors will have to be trained 
in the place of those who left. 
It is not fair, Maariv said edi- 
torially, to let people who have 
built their careers and fortunes 
in the poor State of Israel 
abandon the State with the aid 
of the money they have made 
here. 

Democracy is all right, the 
paper asserted, but legislation 
must be passed quickly to limit 
emigration from Israel, by fore- 
ing all prospective yordim to pay

Goldmann Sees Peace With Arabs, 
With Israel In Near East Federation 


PARIS (NJP)—Nahum Goldmann told the Foreign Press 
Association here that he looked forward to an Israeli-Arab 
peace settlement “in the not too distant future.” 

The new president of the World Zionist Organization said 
that the problems between Israel and her neighbors could be 
successfully settled in a matter of months or even weeks if 
tackled in serious negotiations. 

The difficulty, however, he declared, was chiefly psychologi- 
cal, and the Arabs would have to be cured of the emotional 
kink which gave them the delusion that they could destroy 
the Jewish state. 

Ultimately Goldmann saw the establishment of a Judaeo- 
Arab alliance, perhaps within the framework of a Near East 
Federation of States grouping Israel with the Arab countries. ;

HIT BY MICHIGAN OFFICIAL 


LANSING, Mich. (NJP)—Michigan’s Attorney General Thomas 
M. Kavanagh charged last Friday that a resort, which was ad- 
vertising that it serves 4 “Gentile clientele” is violating the state 


civil rights law. 

In a reply to Robert Furlong, 
gan Tourist council, Kavanagh 
said the slogan of Tabor Farms, 
a resort near Holland, Mich., 
constitutes a “cloak and disguise 
and an indirect means to hide 
discrimination.” 

He asked Furlong to. have the 
tourist council discontinue its 
advertising for the resort and 
stop making its services availa- 
ble to the resort’s operator. 

Kavanagh said calendars ad- 
vertising the resort and distrib- 
uted by the Tourist council said, 
“for 63 years we have served a 
Gentile clientele.” 

These words, he said, can have 
“only one purpose and meaning 
in the understanding of the 
Jewish public—namely to com- 
municate the idea that Jews are 
not welcome. . .”

Bias In Canada 
Goes Underground

TORONTO (NJP)—‘“Discrimi- 
nation has now gone under- 
ground rather than disappeared” 
in Canada, Harry Rasky, a Ca- 
nadian editor, says. 

Writing in Saturday Night, a 
leading Canadian: review, Rasky, 
editor of Liberty magazine, Can- 
ada’s second largest monthly, 
said that external anti-Semitism 
is harg to find in Canada, and 
the “Non-Gentile Need Not Ap- 
ply” signs in newspaper ads, 
prevalent in the ’30s, have all 
but disappeared. 

Rasky~ pointed out, however, 
that universities still maintain 
quota systems; medica] schools 
still admit only a certain num 
ber of Jewish applicants; few 
Jewish engineers are allowed in 
large corporations; Jewish doc- 
tors. still fing it difficult to find 
hospital. beds for patients; and 
Jews in academic life find that 
prejudices “block their path.” 

The most. blatant anti-Semitism 
“exists at the top level of soci- 
ety. It’s a rare thing for a ‘pres- 
tige’ club to allow Jews as mem- 
bers,” Rasky said,

He said that waiting for him 
on his arrival at Lydda was a 
representative of the Foreign 
Office. It turned out he was 19 
years old. The driver who took 
him to Jerusalem was a mere 
child, and the policemen he 
met on the street, nothing but 
youths, he declared. 


THE REAL surprise he had 
in this connection, he said, was 
when he met the military gov- 
ernor for Nazareth. He said he 
was expecting an old chap with 
grey hair and with numerous 
military decorations on his 
breast. Instead he was met by 
a young fellow who hag to in- 
troduce himself as the military 
governor. 

Wouk, who is an observant 
Orthodox Jew, said that 20 years 
ago in the United States every- 
one felt that religion was fast 
disappearing, Today, he pointed 
out, everywhere one finds in the 
United States new yeshivoth and 
new education centers. 


WOUK’S RELATIVES in Is- 
rae] had congregateq at the 
home of Mr. Genechowsky in 
Bnei Brak ,to meet him. The

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Here Are The Students NJP Readers Are Putting Through High School

HAIFA—Who gets a high school education in 
Israel? Those whose parents can afford to pay 
for it; those who are brilliant enough to win some 
of the limited government scholarships which are 
offered; and those few who may have a rich 
uncle in America or a generous sponsoring friend. 

Last week I told of the response from readers 
of this column which has made it possible for me 
to guarantee a year of high school for seven boys 

— and girls. Meet some of the young 
people, so that you will know 
the kind of human material of 
which we speak. There is trage- 
dy-pathos in every case—and .a 
full measure of promise and ful- 
fillment, if only given the op- 
portunity. 

HERE IS 16-year-old Zvi Zim- 
merman, whose life began under 
a cloud. He was born at Stalin- 

ALPERT grad Airport, and within a year 
his father had been killed in the war, The boy and 
his mother escaped from Russia in 1945 and found 
temporary haven in a D.P. camp. A chance to sail 
to Israel on one of the illegal boats was quickly 
seized, but the ship turned out to be the ill-fated 
Exodus, 1947, whose passengers, it will be recalled, 
were sent back to Germany by the British. 

They made it at last, and Mrs. Zimmerman 
works aS a cook in a restaurant kitchen. Zvi is 
older than the other boys in his class, but he got 
a late start in life. He is a fine, upstanding young 
fellow—and he is getting a high school education 
at last. 


MEET JOSEPH LEVY, 15 years old. His father, 
a laborer, made a half-way decent living in Haifa 
Port, and was able to send his boy to school after 
some scrimping and saving. In the middle of the 
second year, Mr. Levy died suddenly, leaving noth- 
ing. Joseph fell behind in his tuition payments, and 
the school authorsities, without independent means

of their own, expressed concern. The lad is quite 
bright, and excels in mathematics, I think his 
mother has since gotten a job, but the generous 
help of National Jewish POST readers made it 
possible for him to go on with his high school 
education. é 

Then there are the twins. Mr. and Mrs. Mand- 
ler came to Israel from Rumania in 1948, with 
their three children. They were among 900 other 
“jllegal” immigrants on the tiny freighter which 
they renamed the SS. Tirat Zvi. Sailing time 
from Italy- was 15 days, and when they were only 
a few hours off the coast of Palestine they were 
intercepted by British warships and escorted to 
the camps in Cyprus. The family spent seven 
months there, before the birth of Israel opened 
the doors for them. 


MR. MANDLER is a house painter. Mrs. Mand- 
ler is a hopeless invalid, victim of the ordeals 
which she went through. The eldest son is in the 
Israel army. There are twin boys, Shmuel and 


Itzhak, now 15. Their record at grammar schoo} 
showed them to be gifted youngsters. 

Their ambition: To enter a technical high schoo! 
where they could study radio mechanics or pre- 
cision mechanics. The father had enough money 
to send one of the boys to school—but the cost of 
tuition for both was beyond him. Any idea of sep- 
arating the two boys was inconceivable. They have 
gone through life hand in hand. They are equally 
talented; their ambitions are identical. Neither one 
would consent to go to school if the other were 
excluded. Thanks to readers of the National Jewish 
POST, they are now completing their studies suc- 
cessfully. 

THERE ARE others, but these are typical. 
Would you like to “adopt” a child and send him 
to high school for a year? The candidates for next 
year, hearing that I have friends in America, have 
already come crowding around. I had hoped that 
I would not have to carry this responsibility again 
this year, but the opportunity to be of service to 
youth outweighs personal inconvenience. 

Tuition fees average about $200 per year. H 
you will make out your checks to “The Technion,” 
and send them directly to me at P.O. Box 4910. 
Haifa, Israel, I shall see to it that you receive a 
receipt from the American Technion Society, which 
is recognized by the U.S. Treasury as a tax-deduct- 
ible organization. Further, I shall send you a pic- 
ture of the boy or girl whom you have adopted, 
and full details on why I have selected this par- 
ticular youth, after interview, to receive a high 
school education. 

MANY OF you are about to leave for summer 
vacation. Your children are sure of their next 
year’s education. How about assuring at least one 
year of high school for an Israeli child this coming 
fall? 

You have it in your power to open the door of 
promise and opportunity for such a child—and at 
the same time enable a training or education which 
will make a better citizen to help build Israel’s 
future and security.

relations neglected by the Ils- 
raelis. This person, for instance, 
would welcome the chance to sit 
through several full-length doc- 
umentaries about Israel, in which 
the cameraman simply left his 
lens open and walked the length 
and breadth of the land, It Is 
impossible for any cultured and 
sensitive Jew not to feel kinship 
with Israel and its people.. The 
degree of kinship may be an- 
other thing, but the germ, we 
believe, lies in everyone, wait- 
ing to bloom. 


ONE CAUSE of noisy, prema- 
turely aging record surfaces, is 
the dust and lint that collect in 
the grooves and remain bound 
there by static electricity, Clean- 
ing solutions, or any amount of 
wiping, seldom remove the dust, 
anq repeated playing serve to 
grind the microscopic farticles 
into the grooves. Eventually, 
this becomes audible as _ noise 
and scratch, and the recording 
breaks down and becomes un- 
satisfactory. 

Since the long-playing record, 
manufacturers. have sought, 
without complete success, to de- 
velop a remedy for this ailment. 
Wiping the record with a damp 
cloth or sponge prior tc each 
use is the basic method. This 
removes the static charge, but 
does not clean the grooves. Wip- 
ing or spraying with a chem- 
ically-treated cloth accomplishes 
the same purpose, with the pur- 
ported added advantage of ren- 
dering the disc immune to static 
electricity for several dozen 
playings. Sometimes this proves 
to be a fact. We use both meth- 
ods, and determined some time 
ago that it was the optimum 
course available. 
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the Mercury Scientific Products 
Corp. of Los Angeles, called the 
Dis-Charger, 
vice which ionizes the air in the 
immediate vicinity of the stylus. 
It weighs a half-gram, and when 
clipped to the pickup arm scans 
the revolving record, constantly 
drawing off the static charge. 
As this is dissipated, dust in 
the grooves is released and ap- 
pears as the usual blob at the 
nub of the stylus, where it can 
be pickeg off. After a couple of 
playings, dust will rarely appear, 
and since the Dis-Charger uses 
a radium base, its life is guar- 
anteed to be as long as yours 
and your descendants, as well. 
The little tube, scarcely half- 
an-inch long, appears to fulfill 
most of these claims. We found 
that it reduced surface noise im 
mediately and engendereg the 
safe and sure feeling that our 
records were under constant and 
vigilant protection. We do not 
expect to test the claim that the 
Dis-Charger will reach half- 
strength in about 1,000 years, but 
we can vouch that it is a genu- 
ine article which performs a 
definite and needed service. 


BALLET THEATRE was much 


improved this year — which is 
saying a lot, since it was much 
a tiny plastic de- improveg last year also. For 


long stretches during its recent 
run at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, we had the sensation of 
reliving circa 1940, when the 
company was indisputably the 
finest. From out of the slough 
of despond it functions today in 
a highly advanced manner, with 
a flair and skill once krown so 
well, and with a set of dancers. 
headed by Nora Kaye ang Erik 
Bruhn, who get visibly better 
each year, and with Anthony 
Tudor back as choreograpner. 

The boys and girls of the corps 
seem more improved as indivic- 
ual performers than they were 
last year, but their dancing as 
a group is a bit uneven still. No 
matter; the whole company is 
regaining its class —has regained 
much of it already. in fact, and 
it is a pleasure to sit ‘here and 
watch.

A LETTER from Leonard Sny- 
der, 4220 15th ave., Brooklyn, 
N.Y. Mr. Snyder writes that in 


connection with my recent piece 
on women bringing a sacrifice 
after the birth of a baby and 
remaining unclean twice as long 
for a daughter, he hearg a ser- 
mon several months ago by Kab- 
bi Swift of Congregation Anshei 
Sfard of Borough Park on the 
subject. 

Rabbi Swift had explaineg that 
“according to the rabbis, after 
a woman had gone through the 
pains and travail of childbirth, 
her first reaction is to say, ‘I 
will shun my husband in the fu- 


ture to prevent any recurrence.’ |. 


However, after delighting with 
her child, she changes her mind 
ang it is to forgive any vows she 
regrets that she is liahle for a 
sacrifice.” 

And@ the reason the cacrifice 
is brought after one week for 
a boy and after two weeks for a 
girl is “after the birth of a male 
child the mother is more easily 
reconcileg than after a daughter 
who (and notice how diplomat- 
ically this is explained, H.C.) 
may some day have to go 
through the same agonies as her 
mother.” 


I MUST say, Mr. Snyder, that 
the rabbis of old tried to be un- 
derstanding and searched for a 
reasonable explanation for the 
law. But I can report from my 
experience that their conclu- 
sions weren’t too accurate. For 
one thing I have watched, in my 
seven trips to the maternity 
ward, as newly delivered moth- 
ers come out of the ether and 
greet their husbands, as well as 
my own feelings, and I can re- 
port that the reaction is univer- 
sal — great exaltation and the 
sharing of a moment of great 
happiness. They invariably threw 
their arms around their hus- 
bands and held them close as 
though to thank them for the 
precious gift of life, their new 
babies. 

That’s how soon the change 
of heart occurs. Ang as for be- 
ing reconciled more quickly to 
a son, you should know, sir, that 
while wives want sons to please 
their men, a daughter is always 
a special delight to a mother, es- 
pecially if she has hitherto pro- 
duced only male offspring. I 
can recall the joy with which I 
learned, after our first two sons, 
that the third was a daughter. 
Over and over again I repeated 
with pleasure and wonder, “It’s 
a girl. It’s a girl.” 

Perhaps next time the rabbis 
will consult with the ladies when 
they wish to make a deducticn or 
other about the reactions of 
women.

The scrapbook, whether card- 
board or leather covered, is the 
receptacle fer such precious ob- 
jects as engraved napkins, cer- 
tificates, used straws that HE 
gave us, photographs’ which 
have been demoted from the bill- 
fold, menus, four-leaf clovers, 
dance pictures, and invitations. 

MANY GALS spend hours ar- 
ranging the items with Scotch 
tape or glue.

Orthedox Say Histadrut 


Controls U. S. Funds 


GREENFIELD PARK, N.Y. 
(NJP)—The closing session of 
the 34th national] convention of 
the Agudath Israel of America, 
extreme Orthodox group, heard 
Rabbi Aaron Kotler call on 
American Jewry “to take drastic 
action to put a halt to Histadrut 
political domination over the 
funds raised among American 
Jews for Israel.” 

The famous 
charged that this domination 
made possible the “abrogation of 
religious freedom for the pious 
immigrants from North Africa.”

Canadian Rabbi Writes 


Word-Origin Dictionary

TORONTO (NJP) — A rabbi 
who is recognized as an expert 
in etymological research will 
shortly see the fruition of 10 la- 
borious years of work. 

Rabbi Ernest Klein, spiritual 
leader of Toronto’s Beth Yitshak 
synagogue, is nearing the end 
of his comprehensive Etymologi- 
cal Dictionary of the English 
Language, a massive work on 
the derivation of words. He is 
fluent in 16 languages, and with 
an understanding of another 30. 


Dr. Klein, formerly chief rab- 


bi at Nove Zamky, Czechoslo- 
vakia, was sent to Auchswitz, 
Nazi concentration camp, with 
his community, and then was 
sent to Dachau. 

After a period as rabbi to the 
largest Orthodox synagogue in 
Paris, Dr. Klein came to Toronto 
as a lecturer, before being ap- 
pointed to the Beth Yitshak syn- 
agogue. 

Dr. Klein believes that his 
work will be more than just an- 
other dictionary. “It will be a 
summing up of the history of 
mankind,” he says.

non-Zionist zealots of Williams- 
burg who demonstrated against 
Israel’s drafting women _ into 
service exerted stronger pres- 
sure than any unanimous deci- 
sion by the Zionist Congress. 


THERE IS one fie!d, however, 
which is still left to organized 
Zionism. It is the field of Zion- 
ist ideas, Zionist ideals, and Zi- 
onist education. That is why I 
thought Neumann did very wise- 
ly in taking over the Herzl In- 
stitute and Herzl Foundation, 
which has now completed a 
year’s activities. That is why I 
think it is a good thing for the 


movement—I hope it is as good 
for the man in question—that 
Avraham Harman, former con- 


sul-general in New York, has 
taken charge in Jerusalem of the 
Department of Information at 
the Jewish Agency. 

It is too soon to speak of Har- 
man’s work, but one may sately 
assume that what with the pres- 
ent pro-spiritual climate in the 
Zionist movement, he will be 
given a chanee to do s»mething. 


AS FOR the Herzl Imstitute, 
my criticism is that the maga- 
zine Midstream is concerned too 
much about Judaism in general 
and too little about the Zionist 
approach and that the books 
sponsored or published by the 
Institute deal too mueh with 
Zionism ang too little with living 
Zion, and that both the books 
and the magazine suffer from 
an allergy to Israel. But these 
are faults which time will cor- 
rect, Not may correct but will 
correct. The Herzl Institute will 
learn by experience, by pressure 
of reality, just as Commentary 
did. 

I only hope it will take “Herzl” 


less time to discover Zion than 
it took Eliot Cohen, 
More can be said in praise of 


the Herz] Institute than in crit- 
icism, Al] its publications, the 
magazine included, are on a high 
literary and editorial level. Neu- 
mann has surrounded himself 
with an excellent staff, whose 
members are not only compe- 
tent, but devoteg to the job they 
are doing. He hag also achieved 
within a relatively short time 
what organized Zionism has 
lacked for two decades: An in- 
tellectual atmosphere, a circle of 
people interested in serious dis- 
cussion, 

It is small discussion circles 
like this that in the past creat- 
ed a living Zionist movement. It 
is only they that can give it a 
new life.

BOOK BY BRANDEIS U. PROF. 


'UNDAUNTED BY JEWISH VOTE 


THE POLITICAL BEHAVIOR OF AMERICAN JEWS, by Law- 
rence H. Fuchs, $4 (Free Press). 
Although Prof. Fuchs’ study ably covers the facts from the 


early days of the country, 


its major thesis is the change of Jewish 


votes to the party of FDR, and the unlikely trend back to Repub- 


licanism by Jewish “liberals” 
and “Democrats.” 

It is not a completely 
tive study, since the writer 
sometimes expresses his own 
feelings in the form of axioms. 
But it is the 
only one of 
its kind, truth- 
ful, scholarly, 
com preé- 
hensive. 

Rightly, 
Fuchs protests 
the sensitivity 
that makes 
some “afraid 

BURSTEIN to admit that 
a Jew’s politics might be af- 
fected by his religion” — other 
factors being equal. 

At present he finds Steven- 
son, Kefauver, and Harriman all 
favored by the Jewish elector- 
ate. There is always “the Jew- 
ish penchant for reform can- 
didates.” And, of course, there 
is the great body of socialist 
Jews, most spawned in the cloth- 
ing industries, which has in the 
main turned to the present Dem- 
ocratic party. 

But most 


objec- 
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strangely enough, turned to de- 
mocracy just at the moment 
they were going up the “eco- 
nomic ladder,’’ when they might 
be expected to remain Repub- 
licans, Yet what can be “ex- 
pected” in American politics? 


Even the sagacity of a Fuchs 
can set no hard and fast as- 
sumptions.

The sub-title of Dr. Sandmel’s 
work best expresses its thesis 
“A Study of Conceptions of 
Abraham in Jewish Literature.” 

The Apocrypha, the Midrash, 
and Josephus are among the 


works whose concepts of Abra- 
ham provide the antithesis to 
Philo’s interpretation. For as 
“Philo 
sees in Scripture the experience 
’—and all his de- 
fenses and portrayals of Abra- 


to the famed allegorist, 
of every man’ 


ham are given this wider appli- 
cation. Also, “Philo had little 
or no concern with Palestine” 

-an important fact in treating 
the life of the patriarch. How- 
ever, Philo contrasts Abraham 
with ordinary men, .“to show 
Abraham’s pre-eminence.” 

The major purpose in his di- 
rect and allegorical accounts of 
Abraham’s development. is_ to 
teach that “man represents a 
mixture of the material and the 
immaterial.” And finally: “The 
Abraham of the rabbis is 
the ancestor who lived in ac- 
cordance with the Jewish law. 
. The Abraham of Philo lived 
by the natural law of which the 
Mosaic law was only a copy.” 
For full understanding of the 
Alexandrian philosopher, one 
must read Sandmel supplemen- 
tary to Wolfson’s distinguished 
work on Philo.

THERE ISN’T room for an 
editor’s note on the letter page 
this week, so we'll challenge 
George Levison’s claim: here that 
our headline was misleading. 
Even Mr. Levison’s letter bears 
out that the headline was fac- 
tual. All he is doing is making 
this charge as a device to make 
a plea for his heartless case 
against the UJA and Israel. 

The headline in last week’s 
paper read, and very properly, 
we think: “Judaism Council Of- 
ficer Hits Arabs, Asks UJA 
Gifts.”. Mr. Levison does not 
claim in his letter that Rabbi 
Reichert is not an officer of the 
American Council for Judaism. 
Nor does he claim that Rabbi 
Reichert did not criticize the 
Arabs or ask for gifts to the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

So how can he say that the 
headline was inaccurate or mis- 
leading? 

We don’t want to challenge 
Mr, Levison’s closely thought- 
out criticism of the United Jew- 
ish Appeal and of Israel, or of 
the actions of the United States 
Jewish community here. But we 
think that his points should be 
answered. 

THE USE of siogans like for- 
eign government and agent of 
a foreign government, ete., is 
something we think is a little 
underhanded, especially when 
what is involved is the saving 
of human lives. 

The position of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine is not some- 
thing secret. It is the body set 
up a few years after the issu- 
ance of the Balfour Declaration 
to represent the Jews of the 
world in relation te Israel, and 
it functions just like any other 
humanitarian agency, except in 
this case the people whom the¢ 
Agency represents are being 
hounded in several parts of the 
world at the moment, ang Mr. 
Levison’s contribution to allevi- 
ating the plight of these desper- 
ate souls is to try by the use of 
words to cast suspicicn on what 
is probably one of history’s yreat 
instruments for good. 

If someone better able than us 
doesn’t answer Mr. Levison’s 
cruel letter, then we may try 
our hand at it the next or the 
following week.

There is one fielc) in which 
the Jewish literati are lagging, 
and it is difficult te explain 
when you stop to think about it. 

By now the presses are kept 
humming with Jewish novels, 
Jewish scholarly works, Jewish 
children’s works, new prayer 
books, and so forth. But where 
is there anything being done in 
Jewish biographies? 

A sale of 5,000 for any Jewish 
work is considered excellent. 

A good biography, perhaps one 
about Adolph Ochs, or Isaac 
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NO ADVENTUROUS, COURAGEOUS SOULS } 


When you stop to think about it, the 
wonder is that there is not a growing 
stream of young American Jews going 
to Israel. 

Beleaguered on all sides, tossed to 
the wolves by the Russians who see more 
to gain in world politics by siding with 
the Arabs, and rebuffed by the United 
States, with the United Nations practical- 
ly powerless, it would seem that Ameri- 
can Jewish youngsters would rally to 
the side of Israel, and go there to be of 
whatever help they might be. 

But instead, there isn’t even a hun- 
dred, no not even twenty-five, hardly 
even ten. 

If this is a commentary on the cour- 
age and the idealism of American Jew- 
ish youth—or even its Jewishness, then 
so be it. 


Very likely there would be a num- 
ber of young American Jews embarking 
for Israel if there were some official 
movement in the Zionist organization 
which would issue a call to them, or pro- 
vide an address, as it were, where they 
might inquire. 

But unfortunately there isn’t, and it 
doesn’t seem very likely that there will 
be any in the near future, what with the 
kind of Zionist leadership there is in 
the United States these days. 

This is no excuse for American Jew- 
ish youth, though, and it is almost in- 
comprehensible that in all the hundreds 
of thousands of them there aren’t some 
adventurous, courageous souls who just 
cannot sit back and see little Israel de- 
serted—Israel has not that first alliance 
in all the world—and by hook or crook 
find their way to its shores.

MOROCCO CLOSES 


Whether or not Morocco rescinds its 
ban which in effect ends emigration to 
Israel, there is a lesson in this cruel act 
which imprisons several hundred thou- 
sand Jews to indescribable poverty and 
degredation. 

When the United Jewish Appeal used 
the theme of a race against time and 
urged liberal contributions in order to 
move out as many Jews from North 
Africa as quickly as possible, some Jews 
must have thought that this was just an- 
other fund-raising technique to soften 
the hearts and loosen the purse strings. 

But history has a way of tearing the 
heart strings of Jews beyond the worst 
fears or predictions. 

At the time the American Jewish Com- 
mittee expressed their concern lest the 
Jewish community of North Africa might 
be stampeded into evacuating their homes 
and leaving because of Israel propaganda, 
we took vigorous exception to this posi- 
tion. It seemed to us to be totally un- 
warranted in the light of history and 
conditions of Jews in North Africa. 

The Committee later ameliorated its 


Mr. Schary may be the leader of 
Hollywood’s Jews, for he is a chairman 
of the University of Judaism, and a prin- 
cipal in Camp Brandeis, Shlomo Bardin’s 
successful experiment in adult Jewish 
education, among other activities.

Ben Gurion has expressed it time 
and time again that Israelis must learn 
to rely on themselves, since there is no 
reliance for them on anyone else. 

The Jews can only hope that world 
opinion will force Morocco to once again 
allow those Moroccan Jews who wish to 
leave to go in peace. What the fate will 
be otherwise of these unbelievably poor 
and hopeless Jews it is better not to 
contemplate.

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REICHERT STORY HEADLINE 
MISLEADING, SAYS LEVISON 


@Editor, National Jewish POST: 

It is regrettable that in mix- 
jng propaganda and reporting 
you put a completely misleading 
headline over the Page 1 story 
of Rabbi Reichert’s letter in your 
June 15 edition. Whatever Rabbi 
Reichert’s opinions may be per- 
sonally, or as rabbi emeritus of 
Temple Emanu-El, these have 
nothing to do with the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism. 

The policy position of the 
Council has, for years, been to 
expose the “Jewish” nationalist 
subsidies provideqd by the Unit- 
ed Jewish Appeal and to leave 
each member of the Council to 
determine, on the basis of the 
facts and hits own _ principles, 
whether or not he will contrib- 
ute. 

I, for example, am also a past 
campaign chairman and _ past 
budget committee chairman of 
the San Francisco Welfare Fund. 
Since a major portion of the 
collections of the fund go to the 
United Jewish Appeal; since the 
UJA hands over the major: por- 
tion of its funds to a registered 
foreign agent; since no one can 
obtain a satisfactory accounting 
of how this foreign agent uses 
these American funds; since 
some portion of those funds re- 
turns to the United States to 
finance Zionist propaganda and 
other portions are used to sub- 
sidize political parties in Israel, 
I—and many other Council mem- 
bers—no longer fing it possible 
to contribute. 

We are particularly loath to 
contribute this year when the 
basis of the UJA appeal is 4 cam- 
paign to operate an Israeli im- 
migration office in Morocco to 
enlist manpower for Israel 
against the wishes of many Mo. 
roccan Jews and the new gov- 
ernment of Morocco. At the very 
least, this puts American Jews 
in the ambiguous position of fi- 
nancing a political and national 
adventure of oné foreign state 
(Israel) which is nothing less 
than interference in the internal 


policies of another foreign state, 
Morocco. If Rabbi Reichert elects 
to participate in all of these UJA 
activities, that is certainly his 
privilege, But his action does 
not—in any way—reflect the pol- 
icy of the Council. 

Furthermore, the Council be- 
lieves the controversy between 
the Arab countries and Israel is 
a controversy between states, all 
of which are foreign to Ameri- 
can citizens, Assuming Rabbi 
Reichert were correct in his in- 
terpretation of the recent Securi- 
ty Council ‘discussions—and his 
interpretation is highly debata- 
ble—neither the Syrian position 
nor the Israeli reaction are af- 
fairs of Council policy. 

If one elects to join the chorus 
of those who insist upon viewing 
the Arab-Israe] conflict as one 
which can be resolved only by 
choosing within the pattern of 
the false dilemmas posed by Zi- 
onism—that is, either Israel’s 
way or bust—this, too, is his 
privilege. If he chooses to disre- 
gard the authority of the United 
Nations and tries to establish, 
along with Zionists, a new basis 
for a_ solution predicated on 
something vaguely defined as a 
“mutually acceptable basis,” he 
is free to do so. But again. to 
put a headline over an expres- 
sion of this personal Opinion 
which would lead your readers 
to believe anyone else in the 
Council even suggests this should 
be Council policy is to distort 
rather than to reveal the truth 
of the situation. 

Much of the damage is done 
by your unwarranted editorializ- 
ing in headlines. But something 
of whatever good faith you may 
employ may still be demonstrat- 
ed if you publish this letter in 
full and with prominence equal 
to that given in your sensation- 
alized treatment of Rabbi Reich- 
ert’s personal opinion,

Since reading the charges and 


counter-charges between Isaac 


Toubin of the American Jew- 
ish Congress and Benjamin Ep- 
stein of the Anti-Defemation 
League as to who is doing the 
most in the matter of racial in- 
tegration, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that, at its best, such de- 
bates leave the Jewish commu- 
nity as confused as ever. 

Integration, and who is do- 
ing the better job between the 
defense agencies to hasten it, 
is not nearly as important as 
the competition and confusion 
Still prevalent between such 
agencies; namely, the Anti-Def- 
amation League, the American 
Jewish Committee and the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress. 

You will pardon my sugges- 
tion when I say that you would 
do the Jewish community a 
great service if you devoted as 
much time and space in your 
paper to writing a timely edito- 
rial restating the facts of where 
the responsibility lies in perpet- 
uating these costly competitive 
defense agencies in order to 
awaken the Jewish community 
leaders to do something about 
Solving the problem, 

You will recall when Philip 


Klutznick became president of 
the B’nai B’rith you interviewed 
him and, following your inter- 
view, you wrote an editorial to 
the effect that here at last a 
man of stature arrived on the 
scene that will bring about unity 
and co-operation between the 
Jewish defense agencies which 
would eliminate waste and du- 
plication among them. 

So far nothing has happened. 
Division, competition and dupli- 
cation are as rampant as ever, 
not only between the Anti-Defa- 
mation League and the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress, but be- 
tween the _ Anti-Defamation 
League and the American Jew- 
ish Committee. 

In spite of the fact that these 
two agencies combine their in- 
fluence in securing funds from 
the welfare agencies through- 
out the country—they yet dupli- 
cate their activities, which has 
proved a waste of money and 
effort. 

The question is—when will it 
end? In order to try to solve 
this problem, the community 
spent $25,000 and employed Pro- 
fessor Maclver, who spent al- 
most two years to study and 
evaluate the problem. He sub- 
mitted an enlightened, intelli- 





Abuse, Disrespect Is Hebrew Teacher's Lot 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

In the June 1 issue of The 
POST, there appeared a small, 
but very significant, article quot- 
ing some remarks made by Dr. 
Leo L. Honor, in which he com- 
menteg on the “deplorable eco- 
nomic status” of Jewish teach- 
ers. 


Dr. Honor is not the first to 
speak out against the terrible 
conditions that exist. There have 
been editorials, newspaper arti- 
cles, and hundreds of speeches 
and conversations commenting 
on the low salaries and the gen- 
eral teacher shortage. 

But in the midst of all this 
grandiose speech-making not one 
word has been heard from the 
poor “shlamazel” known as the 
Hebrew school teacher. 

All this talk about the disease 
and not one worg from the pa- 
tient. 

And so, with your kind per- 
mission, I would like to offer 
myself as a guinea pig. 

I am a Hebrew school teacher. 
In reality, I am the principal of 
a Conservative congregational 
school of over 400 families in a 
thriving Midwest community. 
However, I also teach and dance 
and who knows what else. 

For my $6,000 salary (after 
five years in one community} 
which the congregation considers 
fantastically exorbitant, I act as 
assistant to the rabbi, assistant 
to the shamas, and sometimes 
even assistant to the janitor. 

This, of course, tends to create 
a situation in which the teacher 
becomes a general errand boy— 
and no one placeg in that posi- 
tion can long maintain the re- 
spect of his students and func- 
tion as a competent educator. 

But the salary itself is not the 
only bone of contention. A teach- 
er does not go into the profession 
to become rich, He goes into it as 
a dedicated person who loves his 
work, but who expects a decent 
living salary, without having to 
lose his sélf-respect. 

No, the poor salary is only one 
problem. 

The abuse 


and criticism and 


disrespect with which the Jewish 
teacher is faced — therein lies 
the rut, 

A person, especially a teacher, 
must be made to feel that he is 
accomplishing his purpose. 
Teaching is not a job; it is an 
art with a message. 

But the American Jewish par- 
ent sees Jewish education only 
as a-sort of necessary evil. 

We should teach our children 
how to read—a little, to write— 
a little, and to be Jews—a little. 

But not too much, for they 
might overeat and become sick. 
The whole diet consciousness of 
the American society is imposed 
upon our children, and they are 
put on a very strict diet of Jew- 
ish education. 

“Why do our children need 
homework?” “Why graduation at 
16?” “Why not a Sunday school?” 
Always “why” and always ques- 
tioning in a negative and not a 
positive manner. 

You wouldn’t question your 
child’s public school teacher 
thusly, or your doctor—why us? 
Are we attempting to do any- 
thing but help your children 
grow into healthy-minded, mor- 
al and upright citizens, as well 
as Jews? 

Ang yet we are contradicted 
every step of the way! 

You, the parents, want us, the 
teachers, to perform in four to 
six years the miracle you can't 
perform in a lifetime. You want 
us to build up in a few school 
hours what you ean destroy dur- 
ing the remainder of the week. 
You want us to give our whole 
life to your child, but you won’t 
even give us your confidence or 
your respect, 

If you would give your con- 
fidence, as you give it to your 
doctor who deals with your body, 
or your lawyer who deals with 
your legal] problems, to us who 
deal with your child’s mind, and 
our people’s greatest heritage, 
then we will be your teachers, 
upholding our oath, 

But if, dear parents, we teach 
your child to read Hebrew, Jew- 


ish history, and a love of the 
holidays and the Torah, and the 
holidays come ang your child is 
in public school, instead of in 
the synagogue, or he takes piano 
lessons Saturday morning, in- 
stead of attending junior congre- 
gation services, then where are 
we? - 

What self-respecting teacher 
will remain long in a communi- 
ty, or a profession, in which he 


teaches in a vacuum, and he- 
comes only a glorified “baby 
sitter”? 


The future leaders and teach- 
ers of Judaism are the children 
who respect Judaism now, who 
attend services, join Jewish youth 
groups, attend conventions, and 
participate in all synagogue ac- 
tivities. If they don’t do ihese 
things now when they are yung, 
our synagogues will be even emp- 
tier in the future. 

We must recognize that our 
schools must have definite stand- 
ards. Pupils should be graded on 
merit, and not on the standing 
of parents within the synagogue, 
Teachers need to be respected. 
They need.to feel secure. Ten- 
ure, retirement, pensions, socia} 
security, graduated salary _in- 
creases—all of these will tend to 
stabilize Jewish education. 

We must recognize that the 
Jewish teacher will not long res 
main a “migratory worker.” 

No salary, regardless of 
amount, can compensate for be- 
ing away from home, family, and 
friends. The teacher must be ac- 
cepted as a member of the com- 
munity and be respected as a 
professional, 

The disease is plainly visible; 
the cure even more so, 

I, of course, have been wiith 
my present congregation five 
years. My contract still has a 
few years to go. 

How long will I remain in the 
profession? [ don’t know. 

In the meantime, you can find 
me listeq in the yellow pages of 
your local telephone book wnder 
“Dedicated Fools.”

gent report which was accepted 
and acclaimed by the commu- 
nity as a sound solution to the 
problem. 

The American Jewish Com- 
mittee and B’nai B'rith vetoed 
it and consequently the Mac- 
Iver report, with its recom- 
mendations and the’ endorse- 
ment of the Jewish community, 
was put gently to bed.

They 
would be wiser to openly ac- 
knowledge that they have no re- 
ligious feeling (even though they 
outwardly observe a few rituals 
and customs) and strive to give 
their hearts a fair chance by 
joining adult education classes 
conducteq by G-d-fearing teach- 
ers. ~ 

The dictionary defines “reli- 
gion” as follows: “A belief bind- 
ing the spiritual nature of man 
to a supernatural being, as in- 
volving a feeling of dependence 
and responsibility, together with 
the feelings and pra¢tices which 


naturally flow from such a be- 
lief. Spiritual awakening and con- 
formity of heart and life with 
religious belief.” 


One of the outstanding Con- 
servative rabbis in the United 
States told an Orthodox rabbi 


friend of mine: “You don’t really 
believe that bunk about the To- 
rah being given at Mt. Sinai, do 
you?” 

The rituals and ceremonies 
that are practiced by the Con- 
servative and Reform move- 
ments cannot be classifieg as re- 
ligion, according to the diction. 
ary’s definition that these prac- 
tices must naturally flow from 
a belief binding man to G-d.° 

This is proven by the fact that 
Conservatism and Reform, have 
not taken hold in Israel. The Is- 
raeli usually has had a better 
Jewish education than his Amer- 
ican brother and will either ad- 
here to Orthodox principles or 
openly admit to being irreligious 
—pretentious rites do not fool 
him, 

And this is my reply to Dr. 
Janowsky’s question which you 
quote in “They Say”: “Why 
shoulg a capable young man be- 
come a Hebrew teacher when he 
can become a rabbi?” I am con- 
vinced that the main hope for 
the Jewish religion is inspired 
Hebrew teachers in yeshivas-ken- 
tanos inculcating Torah ideals in 
the children of today who will be 
the Orthodox Jews of tomorrow.

ask their members to withdraw 
from bodies in which Reform 
and Conservative rabbis hold 
membership. 


THE AMERICAN Council for 
Judaism also will very likely 
come in for its “misrepresenta- 
tions” and Rabbi Brickner will 
probably ask the CCAR to go on 
record as asking the United 
States to authorize the sale of 
arms to Israel at once. 

The discrimination of Arab 
nations against United States 
Jews may form the subject of 
another recommendation by the 
Cleveland spiriutal leader, who 
is expected to charge that the 
Arab propaganda in the United 


States is not only anti-Israel but 
anti-Semitic as well. 


THE RECENT criticism of 
the American Jewish communi- 
ty by Nahum Goldmann before 
the recent World Zionist Con- 
gress which elected him presi- 
dent, will most Ifkely get its 
share of attention in the report. 
Rabbi Brickner is known to be- 
lieve that the forces for Jewish- 
neSs are greater in America to- 
day than they have ever been, 
and most likely will charge Dr. 
Goldmann with doing a disserv- 
ice to American Jewry by his 
pessimistic charges of disinte- 
gration of Jewish life in Amer- 
ica. 

A-final recommendation of the 
report will be the covering of a 
meeting of religious: leaders of 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
denominations to work out a 
guide for achieving desegrega- 
tion in the South, 


ONE OF the plenary sessions 
at the conference, which opens 
Monday and continues through 
Thursday, will be devoted to an 
analysis of the average Ameri- 
can Jewish home and its reli- 
gious values.

Rabbis Outspoken, However, To Their Members 





Says Jews Treat Negroes Same As Non-Jews 


NEW YORK (NJP) — “What 
our friends in the North do not 
fully appreciate is the fact that 
there is no difference between 
most of the Jews and their 
Christian neighbors in their at- 
titudes toward the Negro.” 

This is the view of Rabbi 
Perry E. Nussbaum, of Jackson, 
Miss., one of three Southern 
rabbis taking part in a sym- 
posium in the current issue of 
the Centra] Conference of Amer- 
ican Rabbis (Reform) Journal. 

Discussing the “Southern Rabbi 
Faces Desegregation,” Rabbi 
Nussbaum declared that he had 
made his “position clear about 
the Citizens Councils ,.. even 
though some of my _ congre- 
gants don’t approve of my dis- 
cussing the matter or the posi- 
tion I have taken.” 

He said he preached several 
times on the question, and told 
his members that “our congre- 
gation has not resigned from 
Judaism” and that “Mississippi 
Jews cannot resign from the 
Jewish people.” 

However, he wrote 

‘In the Delta area of our 
State, where the Jewish mer- 
chant is pressured into taking 
sides, I would be the last to ask 
that he make a martyr of him- 
self and his family and prepare 
to move when he is compelled 
to join the Citizens Council.” 

Rabbi Nussbaum said he knew 
“several rabbis in this area who 
are devoted to social justice and 


the cause of the Negro. So 
much of what we do and say 
cannot be publicized.” 

RABBI CHARLES MANTIN- 
BAND, of Hattiesburg, Miss., de- 
clared that his board told him 
“in no uncertain terms that they 
would prefer their rabbi re- 
mained silent, if not neutral, on 
the segregation issue.” 

He said he pointed out that 
“this was an unreasonable re- 
quest, and that it was impos- 
sible” for him to concur. 

Rabbi Mantinband told of de- 
livering sermons on the desegre- 
gation issue and some of his 
“members took exception to 
these utterances and manifested 
their displeasure by complain- 
ing, quarreling and then re- 
maining away from worship.” 
He added, however, that there 
have been no resignations. 

The third rabbi in the sym- 
posium was Rabbi Jacob Roths- 
child of Atlanta who asserted 
that: “If white Christians are 
fearful, the Jew is panic-strick- 
en... . He prefers to take on 
the protective coloration of his 
environment, to hide his head 
in the cotton patch in the dual 
hope that he won’t be noticed 
and the problem will go away.” 

He recalled the “innocent 
resolution upholding the Supreme 
Court as the interpreter of the 
law” which “was defeated by 
delegates to the Southeast 
Region of the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations.” 


He told of the protest against 
the invitation to a Negro presi- 
dent of an Atlanta college to ad- 
dress his Sisterhood. The pro- 
test was vociferous, he wrote, 
“but that of a tiny minority.” 
He wrote that his “board ex- 
pressed agreement not only with 
my right to speak, but with the 
intent and content of the ex- 
pression.” 

Rabbi Rothschild took the 
position that no good purpose 
would be served by the rabbis 
in the South leading crusades.
